amongst us it is more than probable that | very 
many of these men wobld join ‘such @ company, 
and most valuable members they would make, 
‘accustomed as they aré to military discipline and 
‘manceuvers. They. wuld be of the greatest use, 
too, to the raw recruits, and would form the 
nucleus of an efficient ‘rifle company.

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THE DINNER TO COL. MOODY AND THE OFFI- 
ECERS OF THE ROYAL ENGINEERS. 
The complimentary dinner given to Colonel 
Moody and the officers of thé Royal Engineers 
came off on Thursday eyening at the Colonial 
Hotel, and: was a great aud happy success, the 
absence and opposition of all the Government 
officials, with the exception of four, to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. It is, perhaps, one of the 
most extraordinary and) ungraceful acts which 
these officials, as a classy, could have been guilty 
of, under all the circumstances, to absent them- 
selves. from a complimentary demonstration given 
by thé people to these distinguished officers upon 
the evr of their departure to England, after a five 
years’ residence amongst us. 
years these gentlemen ‘have become: most inti- 
mately ideftified| with the ‘ise and progress of 
the Colony in géneral and New Westminster in 
particylar, and it would, indeed,, be difficult for 
the uninitiated to comprehend how it is that 
officials who have been constant recipients of the 
hospitality and kindly intercourse of these gen- 


tlemeti conld thus stand alvof from such a fitting | 


compliment as was paid to them on Thursday 
evening. Whether it was that they were actu- 
ated, jn thas absenting themselves, by a desire 
to gratify the vindictive feelings of a Governor, 
or whether they considéred themselves too good 
to unite with the people in awarding a just meed 
of praise to the Colonel and his officers, we do 
not pfesume to decide ; but whichever was the 
motive they are entitled to our-pity ; and our 
only egret is that they should have thonght 
prope? to adopt a course. so well calenlated to 
raise 9 well of undue and unhappy distinction 
between themselves and the people from whom, 
; after all, they receive their ‘* bread and butter,” 
and to whom they will doubtless, ere long, be 
respogsible. ‘It is, however, a most gratifying 
feature of the case that althongh they not* only 
absented themselves but endeavored to interfere 
with the demonstration it was a complete success, 
and their absence did harm to no one but them- 
selves. The table was filled—nay, crowded, 
and had any more come there would not have 
been room for them ; and the Colonel and his 
officers had the gratification of receiving the 
most incontrovertable, evidence that, however 
hollow and unreal official friendship might prove, 
they live in the great heart'of the people and carry 
with them to England their best wishes and 
warmest esteem. We have said that four of the 
officials were present, and it is due to these gen- 
tlemen that their names should be placed on 
record, in order that they may stand out in happy 
contrast with those who stayed away. Capt. 
Cooper, Harbor Master, Messrs. Clandet and 
Bacon’ of the Assay Department, and Mr. John 
Coppet, Chief Clerk of the Treasury, are the 
honoréble exceptions. 
- Ong happy featute of the dinner was the pres- 
ence of five clergymen, representing the three 
protestant denominations of the Colony, thus 
paying a most graceful compliment to the Cuolo- 
nel and-his officers in respect of the moral and 
religious influence they have exerted while in 
this Colony. The Chair was occupied by the 
Mayor, supported on the right by Colonel Moody, 
R. E.; Capt. Hardinge, R. N., Lieut, Palmer 
and Dr, Seddall,, and on: the left by the Vener- 
able the Archdeacon Wright, as the representa- 
tive of his Lordship the Bishop of Colunbia, by 
’ Capt. Grant and Capt. Parsons. The Vice-Chair 
was oceupied by Mr. Homer, Legislative Coun- 
cillor for the City and District of New Westmin- 
ster, supported on the right by Mr. Holbrook, 
and on the left by. Capt. Cooper. The viands 
“and wines, prepared by the Messrs, Grelley, 
were of 4.character at once creditable to the 
Coroxtat Horet and: worthy of the occasion— 
they were superd, and after the most ample jus- 
tice had been done them, ‘the following toasts 


wete proposed and responded to in a more or less, 


felicitous manner :

tions of clime. color; cast and sect—untrammelled’ fis 
the light-of Heaven, and humbly imitating the benevo- 
lenee of Goilits Author,. it is now addressing itself 
| more thay ever to the mighty task of the conquestof 
the world. He who liath the key of David is openiny 
| before us the gates of brass—gigantic 
| every where moving ont of the way—the signs are mul- 
| tiplying in the moral -heavens,and the omens that beckou 
us onward to universal triumph are bright as the prom- 
ises of God. In surveying the rise and progress of those 
grand religious.organizations which constitute the pro- 
| minent feature ofs the greatness of the present age, I 
| think we have the following principle clearly demonstrat- 
ed.viz: That God, in the accomplishment of the purposes 
ot His-grace in the world, seems to delight, shall we exll 
| it, in producing the greatest results from apparently the

ty-four languages, the vernaculars of some seven hun- 
dred millions of the population of the globe.

roes He then described the marvels of the printing 
press, and its éffects in cheapening the Bible, and gave 
a general summing up of the rapidly extending influ- 
ences of the Book under the omnipotent agency of God 
the Spirit. After making an appeal to the audience to 
honor themselves by organizing and sustaining wn Aux- 
iliary for British Columbia, he exclaimed :.
